bourhoed from belng a source of danger'to the 
entire city,” : 

The Committee therefore recommend :— 


(1) That the whole area (Iincladi-g stteets) 
about so acres, be resumed by. the Govern- 
ment, the Government prying compenss- 
tlon to owners and others Interested accord-

DESTRUCTION OF TRE HANYANG 


ARSENAL,

(FR M OUR CORRESPONDENT.) 
_ RAnkow, July 13th, 

Yesterday morning at daybreak, the Viceroy'’s 
fine new arsenal with all its valuable and bean- 
tlfat machinery—by Ludw, Loewe & Co,, Berlin, 
currently reported to have coat « millon taels— 
was destroyed by fire, The bullding in question 
forms part of the Hanyang {ron-works, and is # 
handsome two-storey block, about three hundred 
f-et square, solidly and elegantly built of red and 
bioe brick, The wal's are of great thickness, 
floors of concrete, the roof, corrogated {ron ; and 
av its contents was entirely machinery, one 
would have as soon expected the smelilng 
farnaces to get burced up as that.-particular 
ballding. It was finished only a short time »go; 
the plant had just been moved (nto ft and placed 
in posliion, sud the few finishing touches of 
paint were being given when the fire took place, 


Ie broke out in the roof, which was celled- 


with wood, placed close under the fron, and 
newly palrted. The flames, fanned by a strong 
east wind, spread with rreat rapidity, They 
tan along the wooden ceiling as If, {¢ had been 
tinder, and soon caught the cross-beams and 
posts for carrying the driving gear. Ia about 
av hour these gave way ; the roof fell In, and all 
that was combustible in the bullding consumed. 
It Is impossible to state the amount of damage 
done, The walls, of course, stil! stand, and to 
look at the bullding from the outside one would 
not notice anything amis, But inside the 
machinery-—some of ft broken by falling beams, 
twisted by the heat, ced with rust and covered 
with robbish—seems only fit for the scrap heap.

Hae all the 
money eranted for arms and ammuniilons of 
war been used for this purpose, and has all the 
ammunition distribated to the various camps 
been used for, tralning or stored up for eventual 
needs? The Ministers of the Tsung-ll Yaméa 
point the official reports respecting ordnance and 
say “everything is plentiful." They speak of 
an army of numbers which in reallty are only 
fractionally represented If the chief of a camp 
{s supposed to keep 5,000 men he certainty 
recelves the money for them, but docs he 
really ‘have them together for dally and 
hourly tralnirg? Viceroy Li: knows the 
shortcomings of his countrymen; he knows 
that sham" is a great factor in Ching, and be 
hesitates to engage fo this war which China her- 
self provoked by the unusual speed, with which 
she despatched troops to Korea before the belli. 
cose Islanders had bad theirsay, The situation 
Is grave, and all sham must vaoieh before the 
actual state of affatrs, China, diffident of her 
power, courts the favour of Imperlal Rassla and 
asks. her, or makes her offers, toarbitrate. - Will 
Russla act anselfishly, or ‘will she want a com- 
pensation In form of Manchurlen land? Behold 
the spectacle of two Asiatic. Powers arrayed as 
it were for battle, thereby to test thelr capacity 
for the application of forelgn methods acquired 
yesterday, One of them has gone feverishly 
ard ahead on the road of innovations, the other 
has reluc'antly devoted Itself to the understanding 
of Ideas radically different from those embodied
